REV. J. P. FOSTVEDT 

It came as a great shock to the en- 
tire community to Jearn that Rev, 
Johan Peter Fostvedt, pastor of the 
Norwegian Lutheran congregation had 
passed uway on Thursday of last week 
after a short illness of double pneu- 
monia and Bright's disease.

COMMUNICATION 


Although good progress was made 
with the vast accumulation of resolu- 
tions during the convention, time did 
not permit of anything like the whole 
of these to be dealt with. On motion 
it was decided to refer the latter to 
the directors for action at the earllest 
possible moment. 

At the concluding session the con- 
vention flatly refused to pass a res- 
olution that a universal minimum 
wage law be included in the farmers’ 
platform. Chairman Greenfield re- 
marked that it would be a mistake to 
intermix labor planks with theirs. “Let 
labor have its own platform,” he said, 
“we are quite willing to co-operate.” 

On another point in connection with 
Jabor the Government labor bureau 
came in for quite a grilling by some 
of the doelogatés. Clover Bar local 
had a resolution asking the convention 
to go on record that private employ- 
ment agencies be allowed to again do 
business in the province. It was point- 
ed out by some of the deiegates that 
the bureau last season evidently only 
endeavored to get bigger wages rath- 
er than to help the farmer.

“A Canadian, after having read the 
headlines of the American papers, 
which proclaimed in bold faced type 
that prices have dropped from 50 to 
100 %, finds that in reality it is only 
a hallucination. 

“It fs true that according to the var- 
ioug advertisements appearing in the 
daily papers there {s a drop of % to 
% of former prices, but after all ft is 
only hypothetical. 

“To be more concrete, one of the 
leading men's clothing stores in this 
city Is advertising that suits which 
have sold formerly for fi85, $90 and 
$100 are now being sold for $50, From 
mere examination of figures it is ev- 
ident that the reduction in price is 
from 70 to 100%, but in reality it 
shows only the inflation of prices at 
the so-called peak was much above 
what any Canadian ever dreamed of. 
Furthermore, at these reduced prices 
merchandise in the retail stores is

As the bill to regulate real estate 
brokers proposed by the real estate 
association of the province provides 
for the imposition of license fees, it 
1g essential that it should be intro- 
duced as a government measure. This 
fact was brought out at a conference 
between members of the real estate 
bureau of the Calgary board of trade 
and members of the legislature living 
in the Calgary district. There was a 
large attendance of members, the 
draft bill was read clause by clause 
by Edmund Taylor of the firm of 
Lougheed & Taylor.

When the packer buys a steer he 
buys two separate things. It is not 
the simple beef he has to look at. He 
has to take another more elusive fac-

as important in deciding the price o' 
the steer as the carcass itself. 

But they happen to be far moro dif- 
ficult to buy. Trade conditions gov- 
erning them after they have left the 
packer’s hands are subject to wide 
ranges and lately to erratic prices. 
What the packer can securo for beef 
is a matter of reasonably calculation: 
it may be sold within a week or two 
from the time it leaves the farm. It 
ig far otherwise with the hide, oils, 
casings, tripe, fertilizers, grease, 
blood and sinews taken out of the to- 
tal and which were, before the coming 
of the packing-house, largely wasted. 
It requires many months for some of 
these to reach their ultimate consum- 
er because they have to be manufac- 
tured in a variety of ways. Hides 
take fully'a month to cure. The prices 
of all these things do not move in any 
way which can be gauged at the time 
“the packer buys- them as part of the 
steer. 

The year just closed saw an unpre: 
cedented slump in by-product prices. 
Hides bringing nearly 50 cents a 
pound in the spring could not be sold 
for even 15 cents in the fall. The 
farmer himself felt, in’ the decline 
from 75¢ to 20c which took place in 
the price of wool, what the packer ex- 
perienced in his by-products. Mutton 
was as much in demand ag ever but 
the price of sheep fell away down be- 
cause sheepskins that had been worth 
$4.50 to packers dropped ‘to 70¢ 

A bit of arithmetic will show what 
may happen in the purchase of an 
850!b steer, first, when hides and oth- 
er by-products bring good prices, and 
second, when these bring low prices:

(The actual range in prices for 
hides and. by-products in Toronto dur- 
ing 1920 was greater than that shown.) 

Both calculations assume that the 
steer is without diseases or bruises 
or other flaws to reduce the value of 
the saleable meat, hide and by-pro- 
ducts. 

The same causes answer the con- 
sumor’s complaint that prices of meats 
do not go down. 

The falling value of by-products 
touches livestock figures, fe., the far- 
mer's price, before it can affect pre- 
pared meat figures, ie., the retailer's 
price. The packer cannot get more 
for his meat to counterbalance the 
drop in by-products. Meat prices are 
always close to the line between pro- 
fit and loss, That must be always so 
with a perishable product. <As_ the 
packer each day hag to take all the 
raw material which comes on the mar- 
ket in the shape of live animals, he 
must, in order to sell at a price which 
will clear the stock, pass the meats 
on to the consumer while they are 
fresh, or face another drop in prices 
because the products will have got 
stale.

No. X—THE LUTE 
Luters on lutists were attached to 
the household of kings and queens; 
and this form was not abolished until 
the 19th century. M 
The lute was the most popular in- 
strument during the 15th, 16th and 
17th centuries. It is an Instrument 
traced from Egypt, where it appears 
depicted in sculptures; the lute held 
a prominent place in European home 
life and was only supplanted by the 
of the piano 


keyboard instruments 


type. 

Lutes were generally built very ar- 
tistically, the pear shaped body being 
composed of narrow strips of wood 
glued together with great care; the 
lute originally had eight thin gut 
strings arranged in pairs, each pair 
tuned in unison. This same instru- 
mient was considered exceedingly dif: 
ficult to tune: 

The lute was popular during its long 
existence, and the mandolin may be 
considered its most modern form. 

The lute’ was the first instrument 
except the organ, to make’ prominent 
the Harmonic style us contrasted with 
contrapuntal, it was the favorite in- 
strument of high ‘society and was in- 
strumental in familiarizing the mus- 
ical world with that form of music or 
melody supported by chords. 

The lute was popular because its 
playing required less mechanical in- 
genuity to bring it to perfection, it 
is also a portablo instrument and well 
adapted to domestic performances. 

The kind of music written for the 
lute consisted mainly of dance tunes 
in sets, with some fanciful movements 
but the arnamental aprts in music 
seemed childish and tame, this 
ind of music formed the basis of a 
long and continuous improvement in: 
cluding fantasias and preludes; simple 
passages of rung and arpeggios. 

The pianoforte is now the most fam-

iliar object in domestic life and oa 


cupies the position at one thne held 
by the lute, the pianoforte has a great | 
advantage over previous instruments 
from a purely practica Ipoint of view, 

The lute music was usually slow, 
soft and delicate; it would neither 
rage nor rattle, the music was cer- 
tainly peculiar and was written on a 
st line staff.

Mattbeson (1720) calculated despond- 
ently ‘that “if a lute player bad lived 
eighty years, he hus probably spent 
about sixty years tuning his instru- 
ment.”’* It is even recorded that Mary 
Queen of Scots required persons from 
London’ to tune her lute. , 

Much literature bas been published

CENSORSHIP OF 
MOVIES BY DEPT. 
OF EDUCATION 


The oparent increase In Juvenile 
crime in Alberta which headed up in 
the City of Edmonton recently by two 
boys, both from good homes, commit- 
ting offences culminating in the seiz- 
ure of a taxicab and attempted escape 
from the province has so worked up 
public ‘sentiment in that city that a 
large muss meeting was held in Mc- 
Dougall church Sunday, January 23rd, 
when the following resolutions were 
passed: 

Resolved that in our opinion the 
time hag arrived when the Dominion 
government should ,institute an in- 
vestigation by means of a commission 
concerning the whole moving picture 
situation in all its aspects. 

Inasmuch as vaudeville shows very 
suggestive of indecency and immoral- 
{ty are frequently presented in our 
city, we would urge upon our civic 
authorities a stricter supervision of 
vaudeville shows. 

Further we recommend that this 
mass meeting appoint a representative 
committee to consider the whole queés- 
tica nf the control and censorship of 
our theatres. 

Whereas. the moying picture as a 
source of entertainment and education 
hag apparently become an established 
institution and whereas it is obvious 
that irreparable damage in a moral 
sense may come to thé people of this 
province through the public exhibition 
of vicious pictures, therefore be it 
resolved that the whole matter of the 
control and censorship of moving pic- 
tures and the public advertisement 
thereof be placed by the government 
of this province under the department 
of education. 

There seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of those who have investigated 
these recent casés that these crimes 
have been committed with the spirit 
of adventure as these boys were not 
in need of either money or clothing. 
We sincerely hope that the proper 
authorities will take the necessary ac- 
tion to have all future moving picture 
films properly censured,
